Hoeppei Returns 


to Congress for 


Twelfth District 


Covina will go back to the 


chain gang of years ago in an 
effort to curb lawlessness if 
plans suggested at the Monday 
night meeting of the city coun- 
cil are carried out, the sugges- 
tion coming as the result of a 
discussion of why cases are 
taken to the justice court in- 
stead of being tried in the city 
recorder's court. 


Chief Ralph Coolman stated the 


reason is that in most of the arrests 
the defendants have no money and 
if convicted they would have to be 
confined in the city jail and would 
be an added expense to the city, and 
when tried in the justice court and 
found guilty they are sent to the 
county jail, where they are kept 
without cost to the city. 


In view of the coming change in 


which justice court will be held in 
El Monte, it was thought advisable 
to try cases originating in this city 
in the Covina recorder's court and 
instead of suspending fines, those 
who are found guilty being requir- 
ed to work out their fines in city 
work. No official action was taken 
at Monday night's meeting, but the 
proposal met with the approval of 
all of the councilmen. 


Emil Sedlacek, Sr., v appeared be- 


fore the board and asked that a light 
be placed in the alley at the rear of 
his store, stating that he and ad- 
joining property; owtters would, pay 
"ffie costs of installation. The light, 
he stated, was needed in view of the 
recent raiding of auto parts stores 
in this section. A. G. Gilbert, city 
electrician, was instructed to confer 
with the property owners and make 
the nocessary installation. 


Probably the most important mat- 


ter to come before the council was 
a petition bearing the names of 
fifty-five business men on Citrus 
avenue asking that an additional 
night police officer be placed on 
duty. Russell Davis, who repres- 
ented the petitioners, told the coun- 
cil that recent burglaries made it 
imperative that additional 
police 


protection be provided. This was 
agreed to by all the members of the 
council, but it was pointed out that 
the city this year is operating under 
a cut of $8000 in tax income and it 
has become necessary to cut expen- 
ditures in every possible way. Var- 
ious plans were discussed, including 
an increase in business license fees 
to cover the additional cost, but it 
was decided that this would be done 
only as a last resort.

afternoon, covering all but a few 
scattering precincts, gave a lead of 
more than 1200 votes to Congress- 
man John H. Hoeppei, Democrat, 
over Frederick F. Houser, Republi- 
can.

430, Hoeppel's vote was 51,640, Hou- 
ser 50,350. Majority for Hoeppei,

Mourned by hundreds of San 


Gabriel valley citizens who, in 
the past twelve years, had been 
under her care at the Covina 
hospital, Lovinia R. Graham, 
associated with the directing 
staff of that institution, died last 
Friday, November 2, at the hos- 
pital, following a comparatively 
short illness. 


Miss Graham suffered a broken 


shoulder in an automobile accident 
on September 2, near Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, while enroute to the east 
with her nephew, Dan Lesh. She 
was removed to the hospital in that 
city, where she spent two days, but 
decided not to have the broken 
shoulder attended to there, and made 
the journey to Covina before com- 
plete surgical attention was given. 
She seemed to have recovered from 
the effects of the accident, but fell 
a victim to a peculiar type of leu- 
cemia, according to local physicians. 
This disease develops in the marrow 
of the bones, and it is thought that 
there may have been some connec- 
tion with the disease and the in- 
juries which she received in the ac- 
cident.

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Next Sunday and Monday we observe the 


sixteenth anniversary of the signing of the 
Armistice. We should reflect on that tremen- 
dous drama—we should remember what this 
meant to millions on that battle-torn front-— 
Germans, French, English, Americans. We 
should recapture some of the emotional that 
swept the world at that hour of eleven in the 
morning of November 11, 1918. 


We should remember that postcard that 


came to Covina three weeks afterward from 
that doughboy in the dug-out: "It's over. The 
guns are quiet." And on this Armistice anni- 
versary we should dedicate ourselves to a 
determination that it shall be over for all 
time, and that the guns shall remain forever 
quiet. 


WHEN DUTY CALLED 


"To do my duty to the government it 


was necessary for me and my colleagues 
to always lean just a little in favor of the 
government. There were many of the 
boys whom we sent forward in the selec- 
tive draft who were personally known to 
me, and nearly all in my end of the district 
were known to me in some way. I knew 
intimately the parents and families of 
many of them. Those days of determining 
who should go to war, with the surety 
that many were very liable not to come 
back, were days of strain."

It's Over—the Guns Are Quiet— 


Sixteen years ago a dirty, tired doughboy 


was sitting in a dug-out in the Argonne forest, 
eating and drinking a can of California toma- 
toes that had been tossed to him by a member 
of the chow detail. The chow dispenser had 
been obliged to crawl to the general locality 
of the dug-out on his belly. Shells were drop- 
ping with regularity and precision, and the 
area was not supposed to be habitable. 


And then something strange happened. The 


soldier with the tomatoes cocked his head 
and listened. There was something unusual 
happening. He was uneasy. He crawled to 
the hole in the dug-out and looked out, cau- 
tiously. He heard faint shouting from some- 
where. Then, suddenly, he realized that he 


^•puldn't have heard the shouting above the 


usual roar of the guns. That's what had hap- 
pened. The firing had ceased. Silence. When 
had he been able to hear anything save the 
steady roar of the guns? The shouting came 
nearer. A mesenger, running crazily thru the

German soldiers standing on the trench para- 
pets! Boy! That fellow would make a splen- 
did target, standing on that gun placement! 


The war is over! The war is over! Armis- 


tice! A strange word! He had never heard it 
before! But the war is over! When do we 
go home? The war is over! 


Babel on the Air— 


We were privileged to loll back in a com- 


fortable chair and watch a radio music fan 
trying to find something to his liking on last 
Sunday and Monday nights. What he said 
was entertaining. 


He is an expert knob-twirler. Every whirl 


brought him a blast of politics, however. He 
tuned out of the state and got politics that 
were still more dull, although presented in the 
intense, world-saving manner of all political 
speeches. 


And finally this actually happened—he 


turned the radio off altogether, and we talked 
—talked in the heavenly and unaccustomed 
calm of a room where a radio is not belching 
and squawking. That was something to re- 
member. 


Often we wonder if the radio-crazed addicts 


realize how the power of amusing themselves 
is being taken away. Music is like roast pork 
—one can get too much of it and become 
nauseated. There are two things about music 
that are beneficial. The first is its contrast 
from the work-a-day, routine world. If it is 
poured continuously into our ears all music 
becomes bad music, mere noise. The second 
is that it should be heard more or less uncon- 
sciously and indirectly. More can be gotten 
from music that is only incidentally heard 
than from insistent, blatant, overpowering 
sounds that shut out all else, demanding com- 
plete attention. 


And it should be learned that music is never 


music that has an accompaniment in the room 
of conversational cross-fire. It then becomes 
a horrible nuisance. 


The solution is simple. Shut off the radio 


for long periods of time. When you go back 
to it there will be contrast and re-created 
harmony. 


It's cruel to raise false hopes in the minds of the

EDISON COMPANY COOPERATES 


WITH NATIONAL HOUSING ACT 


With election out of the way this 


week, southern California business 
is set to make an intensive recovery 
drive under the stimulating influence 
of the national housing act. Major 
features of the nation-wide program 
are now under way or ready for 
launching in virtually every south- 
ern California community, and the 
work of modernization and new 
building to be created thru the na- 
tional agency is expected during the 
ten months of the campaign to put 
thousands of unemployed building 
ivade workers back on private pay- 
rolls and to start constructive acti- 
vity totaling millions of dollars. 


One of the outstanding factors of 


the modernization program, accord- 
ing to R. C. Hanna, Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison company manager in 
tliis territory, is that the recently re- 
vised governmental regulations make 
possible the wide use of electrical 
appliances in home and farm mod- 
ernization plans. 


"Late rulings of the federal hous- 


ing administration set aside the or- 
iginal restrictions that electric rang- 
es, refrigerators and water heaters 
have to be 'built in' and now the at- 
taching of these service units in con- 
duit is regarded as suflicient," said 
Mr. Hanna. 


"This means that the extremely 


low financing costs under the hous- 
ing act are available to those who 
wish to bring their kitchens up to 
date by the installation of electrical 
equipment. The Edison company or- 
i 


ganization, thru its local offices, has 
arranged to aid anyone desiring this 
type of financing in preparation of 
applications and in full planning for 
the installation of electrical equip- 
ment. Electrical modernization pro- 
grams, while logically starting with 
the kitchen by the use of the electric 
range, water heater and refrigerator, 
are not, of course, limited to the 
kitchen, but may be applied to other 
parts of the home as v/jll.
